With this highway hub as a spangacara, the Com- 
munists are now expected by military ob- 
servers to press South East to Woosung and

Today's Garrison communi- 
que also indicated that the 
Communits were fighting des- 
perately to lop off Taichang, 
the Northernmost pillar of the 
Shanghal defence arc, about 
30 miles North West ‘of the 
metropolis, which-was late this 
evening under siege from two 
Red columns, one of them 
10,000 strong.

Sound Waves 
To Kill 
‘Bacteria 


Urbana-Champaign,  Ilinois, 
, May 13, 

Sound waves are. being stu- 
died here .as a way of killing 
bacteria in milk or water with- 
out using heat or chemicals. 
>The scunds- are -of extremely 
high frequencies, far beyond the 
range of human hearing. If the 
method works, it might climinate 
use of chlorine or other chemicals 
that kill bacteria in water but 
leaves a taste In it. Or milk 
might be. sterilised without chang- 
ing its finvour. by heating. 

Such inilk might bc. stored 
without need for keeping. it cool 

The research is being done by 
the University of Illinois’ College 
of Agriculture and‘ the Illinois 
State Water Survey. No report- 
able results are expected for at 
least another year, — Associated 
Tress.

The Tripolitaniaf's have 
decided from today not to co- 
operate with the British ‘ad- 
ministration in Tripolitania in any 
matter. Tripolitanin declares civk 
resistance to the British adminis- 
tration.” 


Won't Accept Italians 


The Libyan representative 
said the sub-committee pro- 
posal Is dangerous and unjust.
